FCA  SvlPLOYSlS  ’ SAVINGS  INCREA.SE 


FCA  employees  in  the  first  2 months  of 
1943  more  than  doubled  their  rate  of  sav- 
ing in  the  FCA  Employees  Federal  Credit 
Union  compared  to  the  last  2 months  of 
1942.  Shares  bought  and  deposits  made  on 
shares  in  January  and  February  amounted 
to  $4,003  compared  to  $1,838  in  November 
and  December.  The  rate  of  saving  was  un- 
doubtedly accelerated  by  the  larger  pay 
checks  received  by  most  members  and  the 
need  for  laying  aside  money  to  use  later 
to  pay  income  taxes. 


The  source  of  credit  created  by  these 
savings  went  to  other  members  who  needed 
funds  for  various  purposes.  Loans  total- 
ing $5,35.9  were  closed  in  the  2 months  of 
1943.  About  20  percent  of  this  amount 
went  to  pay  income  taxes  and  the  remain- 
der was  used  for  various  purposes  includ- 
ing debt  consolidation,  the  payment  of 
doctor  and  hospital  bills , insurance  pre- 
miums, and  school  tuition,  the  expenses 
of  emergency  travel,  the  purchase  of 
clothing  and  household  equipment  and  for 
a number  of  other  miscellaneous  purposes. 


To  maintain  credit  xmion  service  it  is 
equally  important  to  have  borrcr/>rers  as 
well  as  savers.  Any  FCA  employee  who  is 
boiromng  from  other  sources  might  find 
it  profitable  to  investigate  the  possi- 
bilities of  a credit  union  loan.  (ivip)
